PRODUCE AND FOUD MARKETS 


CATTLE. 

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN JATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday. A con- 
siderable falling off in supplies of Stock in 
both divisions of our market this week 
failed to stimulate trade or harden} values. 
In fact, the trend-of things proved decidedly 
in the opposite direction. The close and 
humid. weather conditions, of course, made 
butchers and dealers more cautious in their 
selections, the latter particularly, in view of 
ag general easier and drooping tone reflected 

1 leading cross-Channel live and dead meat 
sucllaaies The Scotch annual fair jusi now, 
too, is in full swing, and taps the energy of 
inquiry in that direction; besides, there Is a 
cargo of Canadian cattle about due to land at, 
Merklands. It was remarked by certain ldad- 
ing salesmasters that they scarcely remember 
the beast market ever being so tedious and 
slumpy at this time of year. That values 
were further more or less “seriously dis- \ 
counted in the main is beyond question, short- 
horns being a good ls. to 2s. per cwt. 
cheaper, while Aberdeen Angus types were 
bid, for more within 55s. or 57s. per ewt., 
which, puts ós. to 4s. per cwt. lower com- 
plection .on values in which may. be termed 
fancy- red cattle. Sheep most irregular in 
value. H@avy’ wethers and ewes much harder 
to place, but nice small quality hoggéts sold 
fairly satisfactorily. Lamb trade looked Tike 
being revised in fashion, and new price; 
those value for 36s. to 44s., with good weight 
for money, were keenly sought after; others 
slow and uneven, 50s. to 70s., barring occa- 
sional special rates, here and there. At cur- 
rent prices there was ultimately a very large | 
offtake of lambs for shipment, and a fair | 
sell-up of useful cattle.

Beast trade settled down to a guiet and 
easier money routine from the very commence- 
ment, and sellers, recognising the tighter 
position of trade, were not desposed to let a 
possible buyer pass. It-may be of no.great 
interest to record the vibrating phases of 
values, but, in the main, transactions over 
the day’ s proceedings, quotations against class 
of steer or heifer may be written briefly as 
follows :—Choice or super-grade Shorthorns, 
48s. tu 50s.; good secondary descriptions 46s. 
to 47s. 6d.;-while ordinary and fairly useful 
drafts of cattle figured frem 40s. to 45s.—in 
fact, these latter terms well represented the 
bulk of tre day’s sales when reckoning with 
general character of entries. Hereford and 
Polled Angus bullocks and heifers realised 
52s. 6d. to 55s., and a few extra grand Aber- 
deen Angus beasts 56s. and 57s. More money 
was mentioned in one particular case of a 
couple of exhibits. Beef cows experienced a 
very sharp set-back in price. It should be a 
very fine heiferish young country cow that 
would realise 38s. to 40s. per cwt., while best 
run of fleshers cows sold at Ws. to 37s. 6d., 
old and inferior very uncertain in value. 

In the sheep department heavy classes of 
wethers and ewes were difficult to find buyers 
for. Ewes, too, wete more numerous than 
before, and, although several country. men 
were in quest of them, there were still more 
than enough on market, for which terms on 
best were from 52s. to 56s. and 60s. each. 
Only nice-fed quality, handy-weight hoggets 
of, say, 56 to 62lbs got at all satisfactorily 
cashed, Choice quality mutton 10d. to 104d., 
extra nice hoggets, say, 114d. per Ib. Medium 
qualities 84d. to 9$d_., other sorts 64d. to 8d. 
per Ib. There was a good run on “lambs of 
small, well-meated class, worth, say, 36s. to 
44s. each: but heavier sorts were not so much 
wanted inside 46s. to 50s.

POLICE LIFE IN THE 
ARCTIC CIRCLE. 


HAT the Royal Canadian Mounted 


Police—the change of title cam: in 1919. 
when the enforcement of Federal Law 
throughout the entire Dominion of Canana 
was entrusted to the corps—may have to 
do as part of the day’s work almost 
passes belief at times.

This particular post was one of three 
established by this adaptable corps when 
the Canadian Government decided in 1920 
to enforce its jurisdiction over the vast 
territories lying north in the Arctic Circle. 
Three men were to man each, and for the 
personnel volunteers were asked from the 
Mounted Police. There was a ready 
response, irksome although the duties 
might prove to be.

IRELAND'S NURS'NG PROBLEM. 


Thoughtful people will rejoice that the 
attempt to separate Northern Ireland 
from the Free State, in connection with 
the nursing of the poor, has failed. The 
Queen Victoria Jubilee Nursing Institute 
was established with the object of caring 
for those in lowly circumstances who were 
sick and destitute, without the slightest 
trace of political or religious considera- 
tions, and the system has worked 
efficiently in Ireland for many years, 
bringing comfort and health to thousands 
of homes. Seme good people here think 
it is not satisfactory that nurses from the 
North should be trained in Dublin, under 
the supervision of the Dublin office, but 
no reason is given for their belief. It 
appears that they would prefer to be 


Irish capital, the North being an 
integral part of the United Kingdom, and 
that is about the beginning and the end 
of the argument, as no complaint is made 
regarding the administrative capacity of 
the Dublin Executive Council.

The Liffey disap- 
pecred, trees were fewer and smaller, the 
houses uninteresting, the hills which had 
seemed so beautiful from Phoenix Park 
moved very far away; and between them 
and us lay miles and miles of flat pasture, 
and on the right hand and in front, as 
far as eye could see, field after field, field 
after field. 

In the front of the car my companions 
talked, and scraps of phrases were blown 
back to me. “Good fattening land... 
a fine meadow ... bad wet bit of land 
that... a great garden... the oats...”’ 
The-ear slowed to pass a drove cf bullocks 
cr“ tLeir way to Dublin, and as they passed 
every beast was appraised, it was surmised 
when they were bought; at what fair, and 
what they would be likely to fetch in the 
market next day. And once my com- 
panions drew my attention to a small, 


explained that it belonged to a man trans- 
planted from a congested district in the 
West, 


THE LAND DWARFS ALL, 


I looked at it with interest. It was 
part of what I had come out for to see— 
the attempt that our Government is mak- 
ing to solve the problem of congestion. 
That was why this June evening I was 
motoring, mile after mile, into the eye of 
the setting sun. Past Kilcock, past 
Kinnegad, past yrrelispass (curious in 
a. attractive un-Irish way)—but these 
villages seemed of little importance. Hour 
by hour, mile by mile, the lanl itself by 
sheer extent of its acreage, by its millions 
of grass-stems, by its numberless plots of 
potatoes and oats, took to itself irresistible 
force, took on a kind of majesty. At last 
one became physically oppressed by it. 
These fields in all their June lushness— 
no meadow vet was cut—seemed to 
threaten to engulf the very road we 
travelled, we ran as on some slender dyke 
between two green seas, A few hours back 
other things in Ireland had seemed of 
such importance, certain ideas one had 
had of national culture, certain hopes of 
industries, the Shannon scheme; but 
moment by moment ‘these things sank back 
into imsignificance, dwarfed by this 


Ballinasloe, reached just before mid- 
night, was a little dead town; not a per- 
son, not a dog stirred: It seemed hardly 
less dead next morning; but how could 
it compete with the awful vitality of the 
land? On a road outside the town men 
were cutting back the great arms of 
bramble that flung themselves with trium- 
phant reckless daring halfway across the 
road’s pathway, other men were scraping 
and scratching at the grass which ever so 
insinuatingl¥ had crept down and across. 
One felt if these men stopped scraping 
and scratching for a month, for a year, 
Ballinasloe and fifty towns like it would 
disappear, would be no more, would he, 
like Carthage, all red poppies and wild 
barley; or, like Tara, clean green grass. 


RIGHTS OVER THE SEA. 


The hotel in Ballinasloe is dedicated to 
the land. Its guests move about it like 
priests bent on some great mission. There 
is, indeed, a portion of it reserved for 
‘commercials’? and their packs, but they 
seemed alien to the true spirit of the 
place, dissenters from the faith. The 
missioners of the faith hurried hither and 
thither after breakfast; they bore creat 
maps of estates, they moved away in motor 
cars in different directions. There was a 
constant little stream of visitors asking 
for this Commissioner or that; the only 
questions in life, it seemed, related to 
acres.and turbary and sporting rights; the 
only Acts of Dail or Parliament with any 
importance were the Land Acts. 

At last we escaped from the persistent 
visitors and by mid-day were again facing 
westward. But east of Galway town there 
had to be a halt, someone had to be inter- 
viewed. A fine witty Irishman he proved 
to be (he gave me a phrase I shall never 
forget—‘‘ unreliable ruffians’’), and again 
all the talk was of the land, land varied 
only by oyster fisheries. Yet they, ridicu- 
lous though it may seem, were land, too, 
for the land seemed to have rights over 
the sea: but by this time, benumbed by 
the endless fields, I could s:2 myself up- 
holding their claim to the Atlantic Ocean 
itself. 

Our goal was Oughterard,and when we 
left its hotel in the late afternoon I was 
told that I was now going to see a con- 
vested district. The car’s nose was turned 
inland, imto-a plaee of “high windy hills,” 
along a new road itself, the work of the 
Land Commission. I had thought that 
congestion meant a congerié of small 
uneconomic holdings, but here there was 
n-t a house to be seen. There was only 
hare, boggy, heathery mountain, and this 
white road stretching miles ahead and 
then. twisting. out of sight Letween low 
pills. “The wind blew very strong, the 
hog-cotton lay fiat before it, we sped on 
and on... we slowed. . . we stopped. 


RECLAMATION. 


Wiiv did we stop suddenly in the midst 
of this beautiful desolation? Because, 
stretching from the road up the side of. the 
mountain, lay garden after garden of pota- 
toes and oats. We jumped out of the car, 
leaped the dyke, and in a moment were 
a nonmgsten.....At.Ballinaslos. we had 
picked up the man_ whose chief care these 
were, end he moved among them now like 
a fond mother among her children. We 
learnt from him the potatoes’ names and 
noted how some, had been a little back- 
ward but were now doing well, how the 
harshness of May had delayed growth, but 
how in spite of it—the oats, had we seen 
better outs between this and Dublin ?— 
and those Champlóis—éounld they be 
beaten anywhere?" © 

He grew almost lyrics}, and as. I 
listened and learnt I wmderstood why. 
Never since Connemara humped itself out 
of the ocean has Sp been set in this 
land. It is sodden with water, deep 
drains have to run. between eaeh garden, 
but by draining and by lime &nd by hard 
work come potatoes and corn. It is a 
miracle. Not a sensational thing like the 
Shannon scheme, not ey bes ee teen

4 correspondent writes to m- about my 
reference the other day to the rents which 
are charged to campers in ...e Portmarnock 
area.

If what he says is true, it would seem | 
that the landowners, who have done 
little to help development, are going the 
right way. about killing Portmarnock. I 
am no enemy of the propérty-owner, whose 
intelligent enterprise is one of our greatest 
assets, but landowners who remain 
willingly hlind to the principle that 
property has its duties as wel] as its rights 
are in a different category. Slum-owners 
who claim the ‘‘right’’ to do what they 
like with their inhuman rookeries are 
made amenable to public health require- 
ments. In the last resort it may be 
necessary to apply some kind of com- 
pulsion to owners who effectively block the 
way to seaside resorts,

At present 
I understand that the Adelaide Hospital 
is the only institution which has intro- 
duced this system into our Irish hos- 
pitals- Miss Alcock, trained some ten 
years ago for the work of an Almoner in 
St Thomas’s Hospital, London, and then 
returned to Ireland, has built up the 
work in the Adelaide Hospital. The staff 
of the Adelaide Hospital, appreciating its 
value, has appointed an assistant who was 
an Almoner of long years experience in 
London, and who is now in ful] charge at 
the hospital.

Where Ignorance is Bliss. 


We often hear that when ignorance is 
bliss one escapes much, but there are 
many unfortunate outdoo: patients at- 
tending the Dublin dispensaries whose 
ignorance of even health insurance, dis- 
ablement funds, and even the ordinary 
precautions in their homes against infec- 
tion of other members of a family is 
inconceivable, and who, if put in touch 
with the proper authorities or organisa- 
tions by a little chat with the Hospital 
Almoner, might be made happy. Miss 
Alcock, who has been the pioneer in Ire- 
land, and who is assisted by a band of 
valiant ladies, wants to see the Hospital 
Almoner attached to every out-patients’ 
department in the hospitals in this 
country. In many instances mothers have 
been unable to enter the hospital because 
of household cares, and it is such diffi- 
culties that the Almoner tries to smooth, 
to help the unfoitunate sufferer. The 
work of the Hospital Almoner is the 
human side of medicine. and the Almoner 
is the link between the home and the 
hospital—she is in touch with the Jubilee | 
nurse, the health insurance, the employ- 
ment bureau, and her chief object is to 
help the sick parent, father or mother, or 
head of the family, until he is on his feet. 
again. Surely a Christian work, and 
worthy of all the commendation and 
assistance we can give her.

Perhaps our topographical experts who ines 
studied the courses of these great roads 
would give-us their views.—Yours. etc..

CHARLES DARWIN. 


A GREAT NATURALIST. 
—— 
HIS THEORIES AND WORKS. 
a aoms 
(By AMY K. ELLARD.) 


ó Bee year 1809 has been regard] as & 
wonderful birth year, and rightly so, 
for it presented to the world a distin- 
ished com y of genius. s=- as 
nnyson and Gladstone, Mrs. Brownin 
and Abraham Lincoln, Oliver Wendel 
Holmes and Edgar Allen Poe, Felix 
Mendelssohn, and last, out by no means 
jeast, the great naturalist and savant, 
Charles Darwin. His birthplace, a sub- 
stantial] looking house, known as '' The 
Mount,” and overhanging the steep bank 
of the Severn, was the residence of his 
father, Dr. Robert Darwin, who, for over 
fifty years, lived there a life of unobtrusive 
usefn)ness. i 

Darwin received his early education 
between the famous Shrewsbury Gremmar 
School and Edinburgh University, and 
later at Christ’s College, Cambridge, 
where he took his M.A. degree in 1651. 
The same year, at the age of twenty-two, 
he accepted the position of naturalist on 
board the newly equipped H. M.S. Beagle, 
in connection with a scientific expedition 
which the Government had arranged in 
order to “survey Patagonia and lerra- 
del-Fuego, to map out the shores of Chili 
and Peru, to visit several of the Pacific 
Archipelagos, and to carry a chain of 
chronometrical measurements round the 
world. '' : 

VOYAGE OF THE BEAGLE. 

This position was an unpail one, as 
Darwin was permitted to retain in his 
possession all the specimens collected dur- 
ing the voyage. In October, 1836, after 
an absence of nearly five years, he returned 
to England and began his first book, 
“Journal! of Researches into the Geology 
and Natural History of the Various Coun- 
tries visited by H.M.S. Beagle,’’ which 
was published in three years’ time, and 
secured for him an imperishable name in 
the literary and scientific world. | 

In 1839 Darwin married his cousin, 
Emma Wedgwood, his mother being a 
daughter of Josiah Wedgwood, the great 
potter, and after spending the first three 
years of married life in London, he 
settled at Downe House. Here an 
intimate friend gives a happy description 
of the great naturalist’s home life: “ He 
settled at last at Downe House. where for 
the rest of his days he passed his time 
among his conservatories and his pigeons, 
his gardens and his fowls, with his chil- 
dren growing up quietly beside him, and 
the great thinking world of London within 
easy reach of a few minutes’ jc-rney. 

HIS PRIVATE LIFE. 

“ His private means enabled him to live 
the pleasant life of an English country 
gentleman, and devote himself unre- 
mittingly vo the pursuit of science.  Iil- 
health interfered sadly with his powers of 
work, but system and patience did wonders 
during his working days, which were 
regularly parcelled out, between study and 
recreation, and utilised and economised in 
the very highest possible degree.* Early 
to bed and early to rise, wandering unseen 
among the lanes and paths, or riding 
slowly on his favourite black cob. the great 
naturalist spent forty years happily and 
usefully at Downe, where all the village 
knew and loved him. 

“ He united in private life a kindliness 
of disposition, a width of sympathy and a 
ready generosity, which made hita as much 
beloved by his friends as he was admired 
und respected by all Europe. The very 
servants who came beneath his roof 
stopped there for the most part during 
their whole lifetime. In his earlier years 
at Downe, the quiet Kentish home was 
constantly enlivened by the visits of men 
like Lyell, Huxley, Hooker, Lubbock and 
Wollaston. During his later days it 
was the Mecca of a world-wide -ccientific 
and philosophic pilgrimage, where all the 
greatest men our age has produced sought 
at times the rare honour of sittin, before 
the face of the immortal master. But to 
the very last he himself never seemed to 
discover that he was anything more than 
just an average man of science among his 
natural peers.”’ 

“THE ORIGIN OF SPECIES.” 

In Downe House Darwin’s pen was not 
idle. He wrote and published his works 
on “ The Structure of Coral Reefs,’’ and 
“ Observations on Volcanic Islands,” and 
in 1859 his ‘‘ Origin of Species,’’ which, 
with its evolution theories, raised a storm 
of public protest, he being derided as a 
lunatic and denounced as an infidel. Still. 
he continued his publications, and in 1871 
Darwin's famous book, “The Descent of 
Man,” appeared. After that he published 
several books on scientific botany, his last 
work being ‘‘The Formation « Vegetable 
Mould through the Action ef Worms.” 
Although most of his theories and conclu- 
sions have been ridiculed, Darwin has 
undoubtedly contributed largely to the 
cause of enlightenment. 

Dr. Dallinger, a membe~ of the 
Wesleyan Conference and British Associa- 
tion, in his criticism of Darwin's views, 
says: ‘‘ The sovereignty of man does not 
depend on a particular view oí the exact 
manner in which The Creator caused the 
elements of the earth to produce his 
frame.” Further he states: “ The true 
crown of manhood, the final majesty and 
exalted mystery of creative power, was not 
man’s body but his soul, ‘and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life. and he 
became a living soul,’ is the expression of 
that which gives his unshared dignity to 
man.”’ 

Charles Darwin died at the age of 
seventy-three, at Downe House, on April 
19th, 1882. He was buried in Westminster 
Abbey, clore to Newton, the eminent 
man of science.

MAJOR FREDERICK GRETTON. 


The death occurred yesterday at his home, 
Egginton Hall, Burton-on-Trent, of Major 
Frederick Gretton, aged fifty-nine, who, until 
recently, was a director of Messrs. Bass, 
Ratcliffe and Gretton, brewers. He was a 
brother of Colonel John Gretton, M.P. Major 
Gretton was a well-known racehorse owner, 
and only on Tuesday Jast won the Bath July 
Handicap with Coton. He was formerly an 
officer in the Derbyshire Yeomanry and joint 
Master of the Meynell Hounds. Major 
Gretton won very many faces, but never 
figured in the classics. He had a penchant 
for winning at Chester, where his first im- 
portant success came in 1911, when he won 
the Chester Vase with Maaz. In 1922 he won 
the Royal Hunt Cup with Varzy, and in 1924 
Rugeley realised one of his great ambitions 
by winning the Chester Cup. He was one of 
the original promoters Úi the meeting at 
Newbury, where he had landed interests in 
the neighbourhood and he often acted as 
Steward at the Berkshire fixtures. His in- 
terests were not only confined to tharough- 
breds, as he was an enthusiastic breeder of 
me and a frequent exhibitor at agricultural 
shows, 


MR, P. T. LISTON. 


Mr. P. T, Liston, whose death occurred at 
his residence, Rathkeale House, Rathkeale, 
was one of the best-known solicitors in the 
South of Ireland. He served his apprentice- 
ship with the late Mr. Charles McCarthy, 
Newcastle-West, and was admitted a solicitor 
in the year 1889. From the beginning his 
success was assured, and he built up a very 
extensive practice. A member of a well- 
known County Limerick family, he was a 
man of fine personality, and enjoyed the 
respect and esteem of all who knew him. 
His brother is Mr. T. J. Liston, State 
Solicitor, Tralee, and two of his sons (Mr. 
P, Liston, Rathkeale, and Mr. J. Liston, 
Charleville) are also solicitors.

We publish to-day a preliminary notice 
of a new loan that is being issued on 
behalf of the Corporation of Dublin by 
Messrs. Guinness, Mahon and Co., the 
well-known bankers. This loan, which 
will be for £800,000, will be issued at 96 
and will bear interest at the rate of five 
per cent. It will be issued simultaneously 
in Dublin and London, being the first 
issue of this kind since the establishment 
of the Free State, it will be 
trustee stock, there can be no doubt of its 
success. The stock will be 
secured on the entire revenues of the 
City of Dublin, including those from 
rates, from the water, electricity, housing, 
markets and all other undertakings, as 
well as from the city estate. The proceeds 
will be devoted to further capital expendi- 
ture on electricity supply, housing and 
for advances under the Small Dwellings 
Acquisition Act. Better security hardly 
could be obtained. Dublin has_ nearly 
£6,000,000 invested in water, electricity 
and housing, while the city estate is worth 
more than £1,000,000. Last year the Cor- 
poration’s receipts amounted to £1,729,613, 
with outgoings of £1,719,592, so it is clear 
that the city’s finances are in a flourishing 
condition; and, as its rating powers as 
an urban sanitary authority 
limited, the investor in the new stock is 
guarded against all contingencies. Since 
the abolition of the old Corporation the 
affairs of Dublin have improved enor- 
mously. In 1924-1925 the city’s rates 
were 19s. 2d. in the £; this year they 
are 14s. 8d., and the return which: the 
citizens have obtained for their money is 
immeasurably greater now than it was 
four years ago. The three young men 
who have been entrusted by the Free State 
Government with the task of managing 
the city’s business have set about their 
work with energy and enthusiasm. They 
have eliminated waste; they have en- 
couraged enterprise, and they have spent 
money judiciously and well. Productive 
expenditure often is the best form of 
economy, and in this respect the Dublin 
City Commissioners have excelled. A man 
who: had been away from Dublin for the 
last four or five years hardly would recog- 
nise the city’s streets to-day. Progress in 
this respect has been remarkable. Not 
only have entire stretches of highway been 
re-made, but the contract system of street- 
cleaning has transformed the appearance 
of the streets. Dublin to-day no longer 
is a dirty city. 

A substantial proportion of the new 
loan will be devoted to housing schemes. 
Here also the City Commissioners are 
doing excellent work. Within the last few 
years a large number of new houses has 
been built on the outskirts of the city, 
and when more funds are available con- 
siderable extensions of the existing schemes 
are likely to be made.

The Future of the Mines. 


British labour to-day is reaping the fruit 
of the insensate strike in the coal mines 
of 1926.' During the present summer un- 
employment actually has increased beyond 
the total during the corresponding season 
last year. Yesterday's session at Llandudno 
of the Miners’ Federation Conference made 
manifest the realisation that revolutionary 
policies had proved disastrous. By a card 
vote of 620,000 votes to 8,000 the Confer- 
ence endorsed the Executive’s resolution 
which condemned the tactics of the Com- 
munists, By another sweeping majority a 
resolution in favour of the organisation of 
British labour in “one big union’’ was 
defeated. This was a rebuff to those 
agitators whose policy brought about the 
calamitous  — general strike. Violent 
language was used in the Conference by 
Mr. A. J. Cook, Secretary of the Federa- 
tion, but the very arguments that he used 
are the arguments that have sobered the 
minds of the miners. He “ feared that 
unemployment under the present capitalist 
system was a permanent problem.’’ The 
miners are not doctrinaires, to saddle 
their troubles on a system to which ne 
practicable alternative has been proposed, 
but they are coming to fear that a big 
measure of the present unemployment in 
their industry is chronic. They realise’ 
that many a pit which was closed in the 
strike and never was re-opened, never will 
re-open.

In the light of the foregoing explana- 
tions His Mayjesty’s Government in Great 
Britain are glad to join with the United 
States, and with all other Governments 
similarly disposed, in signing a definitive 
Treaty for the renunciation of war. 
They rejoice to be associated with the 
Government of the United States of 
America and the other parties to the pro- 
‘posed Treaty. in a further and signa’ 
advance in the outlawry of war. 


The Notes from the Domimons and 
India are in similar terms, expressing 
willingness to, sign the Treaty and 
welcoming Mr. Kellogg's assurances re- 
garding the League of Nations and Locarno 
obligations and the right of self-defence. 
They are signed by Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain on behalf of the various Govern- 
ments.

CENSORSHIP BILL 
INTRODUCED. 


From a Speciat CoRRESPONDENT. 


It was a gay-spirited Dail that met 
yesterday. Cheerful, like schoolboys with 
boxes ready packed in the dormitory, 
deputies streamed into the Chamber as 
if they were attending the last class of 
the school session. And so it was. 

After a long and tedious, and at times 
adventurous, session, the Dail yesterday 
adjourned till October 10th.

THE BRITISH REPLY TO 
KELLOGG NOTE. 
ee 


In a leading article TAe Times remarks :— 
Cheers, quiet but cordial, greeted Sir Austen 
Chamberlain's announcement in the House of 
Commons the other day that the British 
Government had sent a favourable reply to 
Mr. Kellogg's last Note. They were a true 
index of the spirit in which the British 
Government and the British people associate 
themselves with the American project to 
renounce war as an instrument of national 
policy. The British acceptance, if it may 
seem a little tardy, is sober and sincere. It 
is the formal recognition of an. attitude 
towards war which has long grown into the 
consciousness of this country, and which has, 
indeed, found general recognition since the 
war in the establishment of the League of 
Nations. The sentiments of the British 
Government were made clear in the caylier 
despatch answering Mr. Kellogg's first Note 
two months ago, and! they are repeated in 
concise and simple térms in the new Note, 
of which the text is published this morning. 

Very wisely the British Government have 
discarded the legal questionings as to the 
precise force of certain’ phrases-in the pre- 
amble of the proposed Treaty, which are 
known to have been one cause Of such delay 
as has occurred in framing the British 
unswer. With commitments in Europe under 
the Covenant of the League and the Locarno 
Treaties, and with diverse and incatculable 
résponsibilities all over the world, it 1 
natural that the British Government should 
have taken rather longer over their con- 
sideration of the Pact than countries whose 
outlook and needs are simpler. Better far 
a certain leisurely caution than an alacrity 
born of blind enthusiasm or prompted by 
cynicism. The British reply unmistakably 
safeguards the vital interests of the country 
without recourse of legal subtleties.

CURIOUS STORY 
TWO WILLS 
wide teehee 
FOUND IN SALEROOM AND 
BOOKSHOP. 


Two wills, one said to have been found in 
an old directory purchased in a Rotherham 
market bookshop and the other ina bareau 
in a saleroom, figured in a Curious case. 
at Leeds Assizes yesterday, in which the 
jury, after two hours’ deliberation, failed to 
ree, and a new trial was ordered. 
Maurice Sanderson, of Rotherham, and 
others. claimed probate of either of the two 
wills. which. they deélared, ‘were those of 
the late William Calton, of Walkley road, 
Sheffield. Mrs. Ada Moore, of Sheffield, now 
in Australia. alleged that they were forgeries. 
and. as Calton’s niece, claimed letters of 
administration. 


HOW THE WILLS WERE FOUND. 

Mr. Willoughby Jardine, K.C., for the 
laintiffs, said that Calton, wlio died ih 1926, 
mm about £1,000. No will was found untiloa 
man cleaning a bureau in a Sheffield sale- 
room, to which Calton’s furniture had been 
sent for disposal, found a will made in 1917. 
“Some time later a man found another will 
dated 1925 in a street directory sent to a 
bookshop as part of Calton’s effects. Each 
will was in Calton’s handwriting. Both wills 
were chiefly in favour of Mrs. Brazewell, 
Caiton’s adopted daughter, and her Lusband, 
and a family named Sanderson. It would be 
odd, said Mr. Jardine, if a person forged two 
documents, placed one in a drawer and the 
other in a book, and allowed them to go out 
into the world. 


“ LATE ' TOO SOON. . 

Mr, F. J. O. Coddington, for Mrs. Moore, 
described the finding of the wills as strange, 
and added that the 1925 will left money to 
an individual described as “ Late,” who did 
not die until two years after the making of 
the supposed will, He submitted that 
neither will was genuine. i : 
Mr. Justice Mackinnon, in summing up, 
said that it did, not strike him, after seeing 
Sanderson in the witness-box, that he was a 
man of sufficiently acute intelligence to 
engineer what would have been an exceed- 
}inely ingenious plot, - 
The judge remarked that the wills had 
appeared in melodramatic fashion.

DRASTIC SEQUEL TO 
SIGNED ARTICLES.

The announcement that W. T. Tilden 
has withdrawn from the American Davis 
Cup team awing to the American Lawn 
Tennis Federation objbcting ‘to his com- 
menting on lawn tennis in the Press has 
caused a sensation. 

The American team has to meet Italy 
in the inter-zone final of the Davis Cup, 
and the. winners of that tie ‘oppose 
France iti the challenge round, It was 
hoped that America, would secure right 
of entry to the challenge round,. and 
thereby provide an opportanity for Tilden 
to avenge his defeat at the hands of 
Rene Lacoste at. Wimbledon. 

During June an official notification was 
received by the Lawn Tennis Association 
from the United States Lawn’ Tennis 
Association, to the effect that, “ under 
the amateur rules oí the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association, , no, tennis 
player competing ‘.m-» a ‘ tournament, 
regardless of the fact that he may be a 
bona fide journalist, is permitted to write 
current articles on the play im a tourna- 
ment in which jhe is competing until 
seventy-two hours alter the completion of 
such tournament, and that the ‘United 
States plavers entering the Wimbledon 
tournament will be specifically instructed 
to conform to the United ‘States «Lawn 
Tennis Association amateur rule, which 
should meet all the requirements of the 
player-writer, rule: adopted at the annual 
general meeting of the English Lawn 
Tennis Association. 


COMING EVENTS. 


H When the player-priter rule was being 


discussed at the annual ‘géreral ‘ meeting 
of the Lawn + Tennis: Association- in 
London last December Mr. Monckton 
(Birmingham) said—‘It would bar Mr.

COURSES IN DAIRYVING. 

The Faculty of Dairy Science, which 
now carries on and is developing the 
educational work in dairy science for- 
merly done in the College of Science, 
Dublin, was established by the University 
Education (Agriculture and Dairy 
Science) Act, 1906, and began to function 
on ist October, 1926. 

The courses of instruction in dairy 
science are offered for persons who intend 
to specialise in one or more branches of 
science as applied to dairying, to become 
qualified for employment under the 
Department’s programme of education ir. 
dairying, or who intend to become 
m rs of creameries or cheese factories 
in aise, The courses offered include :— 

(a) A four-year course leading to the 

degree B.Sc. (Dairy B) 

(b) A two-year course leading to the 
College ‘‘ Certificate in Dairying.” 

On the research side the activities of 
the faculty have been mainly directed to 
finding a solution of the difficulties 
created for the raw cream export trade by 
the new Public Health (Preservatives, 
etc., in Food) Regulations, 1925, which 
came into force in Great Britain on Ist 
January, 1928. In recent years there has 
been developing an important export 
trade in raw cream, usually preserved 
with boric acid. 

USE OF PRESERVATIVES. 

The prohibition of the use of preserva- 
tives, which precludes the treatment of 
cream otherwise than by pasteurisation, 
thus raises serious difficulties. Unfortu- 
nately, pasteurisation has the effect of 
lowering the viscosity of the cream, thus 
giving the housewife the impression that 
she is receiving a low grade article. 
Experiments were conducted last summer 
at the creamery of the Condensed Milk 
Company, Tipperary, with a view to find - 
ing a solution of the problem, and these 
experiments are being continued at 
i another creamery. 

Experiments on the use of the reductase 
methylene blue test in the grading of 
milk have been continued, and a report 
on the subject has been presented to the 
World’s Dairy Congress at Reading. 

DAIRY HERD. 

On the College farm new buildings, 
consisting of a forti-atall cow byre, food 
store, granary, hayshed, together with 
loose boxes and calf pens remodelled from 
existing buildings, are nearing comple- 
tion. 

It is intended to establish an abortion- 
free and tuberculosis-free dairy herd of 
cross-bred dairy shorthorns, and a begin-

That was the difference between 
the Tighe case and the present, and, as the 
learned Master of the Rolls had said, "' It 
is unusually clear and cogent evidence that 
the Monastery had held it by a title good 
against the Crown.” He respectfully sub- 
mitted that the case which his friend, Mr. 
Jellett, stressed so much as being in his 
favour was rather the other way. 

In the course of his further statement, Mr. 
Lynch said that there was no such thing as 
a right of several fishery or a private fekeow 
in tidal waters known to the Brehon Jaws 
that prevailed in those parts at that time 
and for centuries afterwards. And yet his 
friend, Mr. Jellett, asked the Cou:t ‘> draw 
the inference of fact that in the ye: 1184 
and for four centuries afterwards, up to 1388, 
when the first inquisition was held, there 
was a several fishery created by somebody 
in the whole of this estuary. Such a con- 
clusion was inconsistent. with the documents 
before the Court, and was in the teeth of all 
historical knowledge of the .state of affairs 
that existed in Tirconaill, and of which he 
would give evidence. 

The subject matter, Mr. Lynch further 
said, of the present litigation was the fishery 
which was the subject matter of the second 
lease of 1860. The remarkable fact was that 
this litigation was now about the lease of a 
fishery of £10 a year. The plaintiffs had 
this fishery from Asseroe, including the Falls 
of Asseroe, for 100 miles up the river for 
£26,000 for ever, and all that was in issue 
here was the £10 a year letting from the 
Talis of Asseroe down to the sea. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Have they any 
guarantee from the friends of your clients 
that, im case they succeed in the present

fishery above the falls? 

Mr. Lynch—They have every guarantee. 
They know that the fishery above the falls 
cannot be interfered with, and will not be 
interfered with.

WEXFORD LABOURER'S APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The plaintiff in the case of Browne v. 
County Wexford Board of Health appealed 
from a decision of the local Circuit Court 
judge dismissing his claim for compensation 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Acts for 
injuries sustained by him while working as a 
mason’s labourer for the Board of Health, on 
the ground that there was no contract of 
service in the case as between workman and 
employer. 
the appellant, John Browne, it appeared, 
had applied for work at the building of a 
wall, on which a mason was engaged. on the 
premises of the respondent Board, and he was 
employed on the work by the relieving officer, 
Mr. Kelly, at the rate of 6s. a day. Browne 
had been out of employment for a consider- 
able time, and he had been employed at the 
casual work mentioned, it was stated, in con- 
nection with a scheme started by the Board 
in order to relieve unemployment in the dis- 
trict. 
It was stated that on the days on which the 
appellant was employed attending the mason 
he worked from 8 a.m. to 5.30 p:m. On the 
22nd of July, 1927, the date of the accident, 
when the mason was chipping and placing a 
stone on the wall a chip struck the appellant 
on the ball of the right eye, inflicting injuries 
of a permanent nature. 
The Circuit Court judge held that the 
relationship of ordinary employer and employé 
did not exist in this case, and the main 
ground of the appeal was that he had mis- 

directed himself in law. 

Mr. Hughes, K.C., and Mr. Kingsmill Moore 
(instructed by Messrs. P. J. O'Flaherty and 
Son) appeared for the appellant; and Mr. 
Bewley, K.C.; and Mr. Sheehy (instructed by 
Mr. T. B. Dunbar) tor the respondents. 

The sole question arising in the appeal was 
whether or not the appellant was a workman 
within the meaning of the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Acts when the accident occurred.

GLENCAR. 
In the afternoon I drove to Glencar, 
to the north-east of Sligo, while Rosse s 
Point is in the north-west. Long before 
one sees the Lough the Glencar Moun- 
tains rise with bare, rounded summits. 
Sometimes these are covered with streams 
of running water, and on one, at certain 
times, the water, before it can fall, 18 
driven back in foam on the hill. This 
place has a Gaelic name meaning the 
water on the hill.” Recently the streams 
were dried up. It is not, however, so 
much from the height as from the valley 
that the real beauty of Glencar is seen. 
The car stopped near the waterfall, and 
I got out and followed the brown stream 
to the place where it becomes a white 
fall of foam. All round there are 
hundreds of different kinds of ferns grow- 
ing, and the trees overhanging the path 
that climbs up past and above the torrent 
have held the colour of spring in their 
branches as only trees can that grow 
beside mountain streams. The water 
itself, having brushed the rocks with the 
first vigorous foam as a runner who takes 
a few light steps before the jump, plunges 
immediately clear of rock or stone and 
falls into the | that is rounded as a 
basin beneath. At the pool’s far edge 
the water is already transparent._ It is 
an enchanting stream. 
It flows over a bed of flat, even rock, 
and is so clear that the tiny trout darting 
up to the white showers at the top can 
be seen. There is a curious little flat- 
topped tree, whose leaves seemed flattened 
and pressed against one another, growing 
on the bank. I inquired about it in the 
cottage where I had tea, and no one 
knows the kind of tree it is, except that 
it was grafted with a white thorn. 

GOLDEN EAGLES. 

This cottage is said to be about three 
hundred years old. Mr. Siberry, the 
owner (who is in his ninetieth year), came 
out to talk to me, and he told me that 
many years ago his father had planted 
all the pines and other trees that now 
cover the mountains. He told me, too, 
how forty years ago three eagles swooped 
above Glencar, and he confessed to having 
shot them. They were golden eagles. He 
told me how one eagle, which he found 
wounded in the field, put up so cunning 
and so tremendous a fight that, had some- 
one not come to his assistance, the eagle 
would have killed him, holding his wrist 
in his talon and pecking his face and 
eyes, his other single hand not being 
strong enough to strangle him. Some 
neighbouring gentleman remonstrated 
with Mr. Siberry for his day’s shooting, 
and was still unconvinced when it was 
explained to him that the eagle was steal- 
ing all the Siberry turkeys. ' 
Tea was laid under a tree in the 
garden, where huge Canterbury bells and 
red roses seemed to be betting whether 
blue or red should win. Everything for 
tea was home-made: different kinds of 
cake and bread and jam, and it cost 
ls. 6d. Afterwards I went to see the 
‘‘ Swiss Glen.” High up, the path wound 
through many trees, and beneath, as on 
a Swiss or Austrian shore, the lake edge. 
On the distant side, mountains. All 
about the roots of the trees ferns grew, 
and there was that curious sweet wood- 
land smell that emanates only from trees 
and ferns growing high up and near fall- 
ing water. ere are more Spanish 
chestnut trees on the way than any others 
until one comes to the “‘ Glen’’ itself. 
and there some of the rocks are covered 
with pines, while those facing are great 
bare grey heights, where overy call 
resounds with a long echo. I walked back 
on the path near the lake, and I met a 
man who was going fishing. White trout, 
grilse, salmon, brown trout are the fish 
now. The man I met had caught five 
white trout on one evening—that was the 
best this year, and the heaviest so far 
was 5 Ibs. 
LOUGH GILL'S CHARMS. 
For all the fishing in Sligo district one 
should apply to the Sligo bas Asso- 
ciation. A fee of 10s. 6d., in addition, 
of course, to the ordinary salmon licence, 
covers all the Sligo waters, except those 
specially preserved Mid Ballysodare. 
Next day I went to Lough Gill. I had 
heard of the beauty of Lough Gill and the 
extraordinarily cheap fare for boating on 
it, and from what I had heard of boats 
in beautifal places I did nos believe in 
the cheapness. But I was misteken. 
Lough Gill is ten milés in length and 
three and a half miles in its widest part, 
and for a trip from one end to the other, 
starting at 11 o’elock, leaving an hour’s 
interval for lunch, and returning at two 
in the afternoon, the fee is half-a-crown.

In consequence of the American Lawn 
Tennis Federation having objected to His 
commenting on lawn tennis in the Press, W. 
T. Tilden will not take part in the final 
round of the Davis Cop. . 
' Intense surprise was caused when the com- 
position of the American Davis Cup team 
was read out this morning, and Tilden’s 
name was not included. 

Both Tilden and the representatives of the 
Davis Cup Committee gave out statements. 
That signed by the President of the U.S. 
Lawn Tennis ‘Association stated that Tilden 
had been charged with violating the amateur 
rule .by writing current newspaper articles for 
pay or a consideration, covering the Wimble- 
don competition in which he was a competitor, 
and that‘it had been decided to withdraw 
him from the Davis Cup. 

Tilden denied the charge of intent to 


rule, and stated that any articles he wrote 
during Wimbledon were, to the best of his 
knowledge, straight comment articles, and 
not an attempt to report the tournament in 
which he was a competitor. 

Before appearing in public to read his 
statement Tilden shed tears as bitter as his 
disappointment. The consequences of the 
United States Lawn Tennis  Association’s 
action, which has cast a gloom over the whole 
lawn tennis world and over the final stages 
of the Davis Cup contest in particular, may 
be, very far-reaching, indeed. 

A RESIGNATION. 

Mr. Wear, the Chairman of the American 
Davis Cup Committee, has cabled his resigna- 
tion to the United States, which will become 
effective on his return to America; and Mr. 
Collum, the President of the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association, remarked signi- 
ficantly, that he would have something. to 


he sympathetic attitude: of the United
